“The Boy of To-day.” 


Our citizens are to be congratulated upon 
the opportunity furnished on Monday even- 
ing for hearing one of our most gifted speak- 
ers, Mrs, Mary A. Livermore, who upon the 
subject, “The Boy of To-day,’ held the at- 
tention of the audience for nearly an hour 
and a half. ' 

The lecture opened in a very scholarly 
manner by a description of our country in 
its vastness and productive ability, into 
which country and its immense possibilities 
“the boy of to-day is born.” All ‘positions. 
are open to him,—distinction in learning, 
influence in state matters, even wealth 
should that be his desire. Here she gave a

continuing a moderate use of the weed, pre- 
ferring to live twenty-five years less using 
it than twenty-five more without the pleas- 
ure. She knew by his looks that his years 
were already numbered, and some one sent 
her word of his death within three weeks, 
from heart disease.
